Reports are being circulated th at th ose wh o 
h ave been in th e National Guard will h ave th e 
one-vear time extended. 
A report, quoting a h igh army auth ority, is 
th at, barring some grave emergency, th e w ar 
departm ent h as decided to demobilize th e troops 
at th e completion of th e year in federal service. 
Th is certainly sh ould be done. 
Th is country 
does not need a h uge standing arm y for defense. 
Th e only possible excuse for a large standing 
army and, in fact th e only excuse for drafting 
anyone, is a foreign war. Th ere would h ave been 
no need of th e draft to protect America from 
invasion by Hitler. 
And if it h ad not been for th e draft, and th e 
h eads of th e government knew th ey could not 
send men abroad because men would not volun­ 
teer for th at purpose, we would not now be in 
an undeclared war with Germany. 
Public sentiment sh ould so declare itself th at 
th ose people wh o are determined to lead us into 
foreign wars would h esitate to extend th e time 
of draft service over th e year. 


I . S, STEEL S PROSPECTS 
A report of th e United States Steel sh ows th at 
th ey did nearly as much business in 19 40 as th ey 
did* in 19 29 . 
Th e figures were $1.08 0.9 00,000 for 
19 40, compared with $1,09 4,100,000 in 1929 . 
How­ 
ever, in contrast to practically th e same volume 
of business, th e stockh older’s profits in 19 29 were 
$9 5.000,000 larger th an in 1940. 
Th e directors distributed 45 per cent less in 
j 
common dividends th an th ey did in 1929. 
Th ey retained in th eir treasury in 19 40 for ex- 
j 
pense and improvement only $42,000,000 compar- 
j 
. ed with $108 ,500,000 in 1929. 
Th ese figures are very significant for th e reason 
th at th is is th e first decade in th e h istory of th e j 
United States government th at no net total addi- | 
tions were made to th e tools for all industry, 
j 
th us no real net advances were ach ieved in th e 
m aterial well-being of th e people. 
Th e report sh ows th at th e workers received 8 1 j 
per cent in 1940 of th e residue after m aterials 
and fixed costs were paid, as compared with 68 
j 
per cent in 1929. 
Th e average worker’s earn- 
j 
ings climbed 4 per cent over 19 29 wh ile th e aver- 
j 
age h ours worked were 21 per cent less th an 
1929. 
Now th ese people wh o believe th at wages are ! 
raised by collective bargaining and by law will t 
th ink th at is a great advancement. But th ey fail 
to realize th e pligh t of th e farmer, and th e un- ! 
organized man. 
Th ey ignore th e fact th at th e 1 
average wage levels h ave not increased during 
th is period; and th at we still h ave millions of 
men out of work and th at today vvc are being fur­ 
th er misguided into a w ar th at will greatly im­ 
poverish all th e people in th e United States. 
Th ese figures are very significant to any em­ 
ployer of labor wh o knows th at good jobs can- 1 
not be furnish ed unless th ere is about $6000 of in­ 
vested capital for 
every worker. 
Moreover, wh en profits are not perm itted and 
th e workers will not save or reinvest th eir own ; 
capital, th en th ere can be no new jobs for people ! 
nor better jobs for th ose already employed. 


USUA L LA B OR UNION MA N’S A R GUME NTS 


Wh en one talks to a picket or any modern labor 
j unionist, one invariably h ears th e statem ent th at 
i th e workers sh ould sh are in th e profits of a suc- 
i cessful enterpriser, especially if th e enterpriser is 
a big organization and h as a lot of capital. 
But wh at th ese labor unionists fail to be able to 
answer is h ow th ey would apportion th e workers 
to th e efficient employers wh o would be obliged to 
i sh are th e profits with th e workers and h ow th ey 
i would apportion th e workers wh o were obliged 
to work with th e enterpriser wh o made no profits 
| to sh are with th e workers. 
Th ey do not explain by wh at rule one worker 
j sh ould get a fourth , or a h alf or twice th e amount 
for th e same skill or ability wh en h e works for a 
I good manager th an wh en h e works for a m anager 
wh o does not make large profits. 
Th ey do not 
seem to see th at it is a contradiction to ask th e 
enterpriser to sh are profits and not ask th e work- 
i ers wh o are working for h im to sh are th eir wages 
with th ose wh o are not working for a man wh o 
makes a profit. 
Th is th ey h ave never yet worked out. 
Wh at th ey do not see is th at wh en th e efficient 


j manager wh o makes large profits is obliged to 
sh are h is profits with h is workers, th at is, give 
th em more th an th e workers working for oth er 
employers would be willing to do th e identical 
work, th en th is enterpriser wh o is obliged to 
i sh are profits does not grow as rapidly as oth er­ 
wise. An enterpriser grows because h e is serving 
h is customers better th an th e inefficient enter­ 
prisers. 
So th is retarding of th e growth of th e 
efficient entrepreneur prevents people from being 
able to buy for less and, th us, in reality lowers 
th eir real wages. 
Again, th is lack of growth prevents h im from 
employing more labor. 
Th erefore, in reality, all 
labor and all consumers suffer because of th is 
wish ful belief th at profit sh aring h elps workers. 
It does temporarily h elp th ose wh o h appen to be 
favored, but in th e long run it does not h elp even 
th em because it retards th e growth of capital. 
If some workers are so favored, oth er employers 
will h ave to do th e same th ing and th us th e cost 
of th ings th e workers buy will be kept up by th is 
meth od of sh aring profits. 
No! 
Wage levels cannot be raised by th e sole 
meth od of sh aring profits. Th e only way th ey are 
raised is by perm itting large profits to be made 
wh en unusual services are rendered, wh ich are in­ 
variably reinvested in better and more efficient 
tools. 
Th ese more efficient tools make it un­ 
necessary for workers to use less efficient tools, 
th us th eir production is greater, and th eir wages 
and all wages, willy nilly, are greater.

POOR ENGLAND’S FINANCING 
George Brown, Wash ington columnist for th e 
Los Angeles Examiner, as h e squares off to an- 
alyze th e era 
of 
Roosevelt—th e Magnificent, 
points out th at “th e h istorian, in th e years to 
come, will marvel ch iefly, upon th e evidence th at 
in 19 41 th e Congress, th e President and th e 
American 
people were 
more 
concerned 
with 
•financing of th e British Empire th an with th e 
question of th e sound financing of th e United 
States.” 
Wh en th e government h as appropriated some 
$34.000.000,000 for w ar in th e last fifteen month s, 
besides some $13,000.000,000 for regular expenses 
during th e last two years, one begins to wonder 
wh ose finances are in bad sh ape. 
W h eth er it is 
England’s or th e United States’. 
Representative Frederick C. Smith of Oh io, 
member of th e committee of coinage, weigh ts and 
measures, and one of th e foremost students of 
money in Congress, made th e following state­ 
ment concerning th e testimony of M orgenth au: 
“Th e significant th ing about Mr. M orgenth au’s 
testimony was th is: He spared no pains to sh ow 
th at th e British treasury is in such bad condi­ 
tion th at it is virtually bankrupt, but h e was 
completely silent about certain conditions in our 
own finances and treasury th at are anyth ing 
but h ealth y.” 
Congressman Smith th en proceeded to analyze 
th e financial conditions of our government. 
He 
says, regarding our gold certificates: 
“Th ey cannot be converted into gold by th e 
I ederal Reserve Banks unless th e gold is for ex­ 
port. Th e law is specific on th is point. 
Nor can 
th ese bits of paper be converted into anyth ing 
else, except, perh aps, oth er bits of paper like 
th emselves . . . 
“At bottom th e process of creating th ese gold 
credit deposits is merely a m atter of diluting th e 
deposits already in th e banking system. 
By th e amount of th ese deposits created th e 
remainder of bank deposits are reduced in value. 
“It figures out th at th e $13,000,000,000 of th ese 
gold inflation deposits now in th e banks h ave de­ 
preciated th e oth er deposits by about 25 per 
cent.” 
It would be well if we paid more attention to 
th e meth od of our own financing rath er th an be­ 
ing so concerned about th e financing of England. 
Little do people understand wh at we are doing 
to our credit system. 
If we are printing paper 
money direct, it would not be as dangerous as it is 
under th e present system, because th e average 
person m igh t th en understand i t 
But wh en it is 
just creating new bank credit and because th e 
banks are controlled by th e government, th e av­ 
erage person does not understand wh at is taking 
place, nor w h at it eventually will mean to employ­ 
ment, wages and production in th e future. 
We 
are taking th e same course as taken in every 
totalitarian state, viz fooling th e people with th eir 
credit and monies. 


CA STING OUT DE V ILS—P OV E R TY 


Wh en any man works and produces wealth , h e 
is h elping cast out th e devil of poverty from th e 
country. 
But modern labor unions do not seem 
to care about poverty among non-unionists. 
Th ey 
say, in effect, th at a man must not give too much 
to society. 
He m ust not add too much to th e 
wealth of th e world. 
Contrast th e labor unions’ attitude with th at 
of Jesus wh en His disciples rem onstrated, “We 
saw one casting out devils in Th y name and we 
forbade h im because h e followreth not with us”; 
Jesus answered, “Forbid h im not, for h e th at is

not against us is for us.” 
But labor unions forbid oth er workers from ! 
casting out th e poverty-devils—because th e non- 
i 
unionists attem pt to add wealth to th e world and 
demand less for so doing th an labor unions de­ 
mand th emselves. 
Wh en any man works and produces wealth , h e 
is h elping cast out poverty, because th e more 
a person produces to be exch anged with oth ers, th e 
greater will be th e exch ange value of everyth ing 
else. 
Th is is wh at labor unions and New Deal­ 
ers do not seem to understand. 
Th e modern labor unions eith er do not under­ 
stand wh at th ey are doing, because th ey do not 
realize th e oneness of mankind, or th ey are too 
sh ort-sigh ted, th inking only of th eir own personal 
gain and pleasure, w ith out any regard wh atso­ 
ever for anyone else. 
It is h ard to conceive h ow anyone wh o believes 
and advocates th is kind of modern labor union 
tyranny can claim to be a Ch ristian. 
Th ey must 
th ink Ch ristianity is simply going to ch urch and 
parrot-like, repeating quotations from th e Bible. 
Ch ristians must be judged by 
th eir 
everyday 
works, not by ch urch attendance or oth er false 
claims.

Has h e th ough t th rough a way of operating a 
government so men can h ave full employment? 
Has h e th ough t th rough th e farm problem? 
Has h e th ough t th rough th e W agner Labor Law 
th at takes away from a private citizen th e righ t 
to sell h is services, with out paying tribute and 
becoming th e serf of labor racketeers? 
Has h e th ough t th rough h ow th ose wh o cannot 
earn th e minimum wages can obtain jobs and 
save th eir self-respect? 
Has h e th ough t th rough h ow th e debt wh ich h e 
h as piled up is to be paid w ith out lowering th e 
living standards of th e workers? 
Has h e th ough t th rough h ow many will be 
killed in th e w ar into wh ich h e is leading us? 
It certainly would be a fine th ing for h im to get 
on h is yach t more often th an h e does, if h e could 
only th ink th rough th ese and oth er problems h e 
h as claimed to solve. 
He never consistently an­ 
alyzes anyth ing. 
He 
does 
not 
even 
analyze 
w h eth er h e is carrying out h is promises to keep 
us out of war. 
Anoth er of h is statem ents, wh ich seems to be 
an absurdity, is wh en h e talks about America 
h olding free elections. 
If th ere ever h as been a 
man in th e h istory of America wh o bough t elec­ 
tions and disregarded th e idea of free elections, 
it is Roosevelt. 
One-fifth of th e working m an’s income on an 
average is used to bribe voters to keep th e ad­ 
ministration in power. So we are a long way from 
free elections.

A comparison of th e composition of th e new 
United States army now in training with th e 
American arm y of 19 18 sh ows th at th e general 
staff h as absorbed some of th e lessons of th e pres­ 
ent war in Europe and Africa, but by no means 
all of th em. 
Someth ing of th e trench stagnation 
of 19 14-19 18 persists. 
It is almost as dangerous 
to make mistakes in paper planning as it is to 
make mistakes in th e field, and th e generals sh ould 
awaken to th eir sh ortcomings. 
Wh ere 28 per cent of all soldiers in th e army 
of 19 18 were in th e infantry, 29 per cent are today. 
Th e ch ange is not great, nor does th e experience 
of th e German campaign in th e west indicate th at 
th e foot soldier is eith er more or less valuable 
th an h e was in th e world war. Th e distribution 
of automatic small arms is, of course, much greater 
now th an it was th en, and th e fire power of th e 
infantry h as risen correspondingly. 
Field artillery constitutes 14.1 per cent of th e 
new army, as compared with 9 .39 per cent of th e 
world war force. Th e Germans advanced with a 
staggering assortm ent of mortars, h owitzers, anti­ 
tank, and antiaircraft guns, and th e United States 
arm y is on safe ground in increasing its artillery 
arm. 
It is to be h oped th at at least as large a 
proportion of our artillery as of th eirs will be motor 
drawn. 
Th e coast artillery, including antiaircraft, is to 
represent 13.1 per cent of th e strength of th e new 
army. 
In 19 18 , wh en th e army was admittedly 
planned for overseas service, only 4 per cent fell 
in th is category. Th e tremendous growth in th e 
th reat of enemy aviation since 19 18 and th e ne­ 
cessity of protecting th e sea approach es and th e 
coastal cities from planes as well as warsh ips dic­ 
tates th e increase in long range coast defense 
rifles and antiaircraft guns. Nor can field forces 
h ave assurance of protection against air attack 
unless th ere are strong concentrations of mobile 
antiaircraft equipment 
distributed 
th rough th e 
columns. 
Th e new arm y begins to get off th e track wh en 
th e armored corps is reach ed. 
It is planned to 
compreh end 2.2 per cent of th e total of 1,400,000 
men, or 30,8 00. 
In th e World war it was but .44 
per cent of th e total of 3,638 ,434 men, or 16,000. 
Considering th at th e tank was th en a comparatively 
new weapon, and th at it was a British specialty, 
and th at such new auxiliaries of th e armored force 
as th e combat car h ad not been developed, th e 
small proportion of th e American armored force 
compared to th e entire army is understood. 
But 
it Ls not easy to explain wh y th e armored force of 
th e new arm y h as not been increased correspond­ 
ingly with th e proved effectiveness of th is arm as 
it was demonstrated by th e Germans in Poland 
and th e west, and th e British in Libya. 
Partly, 
th e question Ls one of tank production, but th e 
army of 1941 is still in considerable part a paper 
extension, with all branch es lacking both th e train­ 
ing and th e equipment th ey will eventually h ave. 
On th is basis it is h ard to understand wh y th e 
armored force h as not been projected on a much 
greater scale, even if th e equipment cannot be 
obtained until a future date. 
Still less compreh ensible is it th at th e cavalry 
h as been increased from .8 0 per cent in 19 18 to 
2.9 per cent now. Th e German breakth rough force 
of 45,000 veh icles wh ich fell upon th e French be­ 
tween Namur and Sedan slaugh tered th e five or 
six French cavalry divisions serving as advance 
elements in th at sector. 
Th e German military 
ch ronicler, Lieut. Col. Soldan, h as flatly called 
h orse cavalry useless in modern warfare, and h e 
deplores th e tendency to consider armored forces 
as “modern cavalry.” Th e armored force can figh t 
and win battles in complete detach ment from all 
oth er ground troops, because it includes all types 
of weapons with in its own organization. 
Horse 
cavalry, even in th e Ardennes forest, w h ere th e 
terrain was more suitable th an it would be nor­ 
mally, proved completely inadequate to th e tasks 
th at confronted it. 
W h ere th e brass h ats demonstrate th eir greatest 
indifference to th e lessons of 19 40 is in th e en­ 
gineering corps. Th is branch , amazingly enough , 
h as been reduced from a 19 18 percentage of 8 .45 
to 6.1 now. If th e German successes dem onstrated 
noth ing else, th ey demonstrated h ow vital is th e 
part of th e engineers in modern warfare. 
Not 
only did th e German pioneer troops accelerate and 
sustain th e forward rush with th eir work in setting 
off enemy land mines and destroying wirings for 
bridge demolitions, erecting pontoon and fixed 
bridges, and bringing up ferries for h eavy equip­ 
ment, but th ey served as combat units in forefng 
many river passages and destroying numerous em­ 
placements and strong points.' Th ey manned a 
large number of th e flame th rowers th e Nazis 
took into action. 
Th e Germans were never forced on th e defen­ 


sive, but an army must expect to need engineer 
troops for defense demolition as well as construc­ 
tion. 
It. takes time to dismantle a h ouse, but by j 
dynamiting it can be blown up to block a road; 
in an instant. Th e United States general staff is j 
not wise in reducing, rath er th an increasing, its ! 
engineering corps, and it is still less wise to divert I 
so many military engineers from th e study of 
j 
military construction and destruction to supervis- j 
ing duty on th e St. Lawrence waterway project j 
and oth er long term constructions wh ich h ave no J 
application to defense, if th ey h ave any utility at all. j
